1 ries: This indeed may, perhaps, eſſect ſuch who have heretefore endeauoured to keep thoſe pur- 
ehaſes concealed. | 


Notwithſtanding I have it not in my power to return ?4anks to the Surveyor-General, &c, for their 
9 kind aſſiſtance in this wort, as in ſuch caſes hath been cu/tomary; yet I think it conſiſts ot as much 
ay rruth as any thing of the kind that hath heretofor2 been publiſhed.

was figned by the ſpeaker, and ſent thee by a paſſenger in John Guy's brigantine, who was taken 


into France, from whence the ſame repreſentation was conveyed to thy hands; whereby thou art 
Put in mind, upon what ſcore the purchaſers and firk adventurers embarked with thee to plant 
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*« this colony, and what grants and promifes thou made, and the affurance and expectations thou 


gave them and the reſt of the ſertJers and inhabitants of this province to enjoy the privileges de- 


„ rived from thy own grants and conceſſions, beſides the rights and freedoms of England. But how 
© they were diſappointed in ſeveral reſpects, appears, in part, by the faid reprefentation, to which 
« we refer; and become ſupplicants for relief, not only in matters there complained of, which are 
not yet redreſſed, but alſo in things then omitted, as well as what have been lately tranſacted, to 
* the grizvous oppreſhon of the queen's ſubjects, and public /candal of this government.“

IT is evident when the Houſe came to the foregoing reſolutions, they were aſſured in their own 
minds, that the city and libertiès were ſecured for FA purchaſers ; as the liberties were ſurveyed 
for their uſe, and their lots marked and numbered in the plan of the city; therefore conceived, that 
there was ne grievance on that ſcore, ſave the quit-rents impoſed on them for the city lots. All 
the quit-rents reſerved by the propriztor, are expreſſed in the deeds of /eaſe and releaſe, and are one 
ſhilling ſterling for every 100 acres ; and that rent was laid on the country land; thoſe lots are ap- 

enant to the land, purchaſed, as much as improvements are appurtenant to any land whatſoever ; 
therefore the proprietor has no more right to lay rents on thoſe lots, than they have to lay rent on 
a houſe built on land for which the purchaſer paid rent before.
